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Unmanned Russian Craft Speeds Toward Moon 


MOSCOW (AP) — An 
un­ 
manned Soviet spaceship head­ 
ed for the moon today amid 
speculation that its mission is to 
take some of the spotlight away 
from Apollo ll by getting sam ­ 
ples of the moon’s surface and 
returning them to earth. 
If all goes normally, the Luna 
15 spaceship should approach 
the moon Wednesday, at about 
the time the United States sends 
its three astronauts off for the 
lunar landing. 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
announced that Luna 15 was 


'launched to the moon from the 
orbit of an artificial earth ’s sat­ 
ellite” 
at 5:55 a m . 
Moscow 
time Sunday and six hours later 
was 40.300 miles from the earth. 
One Western diplomat in Mos­ 
cow suggested that the Russians 
were trying for another space 
first—the landing on the moon 
of an unmanned ship which 
would scoop up some moon soil 
and return it to earth before 
U.S. 
astronauts 
m ake 
‘heir 
landing Sunday. 
If this is not the mission, the 
diplomat said, then Luna 15 


may orbit close to the moon so 
that it can observe the U.S. as­ 
tronauts after their landing. 
Tass said Luna 15 will ‘‘con­ 
duct further scientific explora­ 
tion of the moon and space near 
the moon.” No details were giv­ 
en. The Soviets never announce 
the real missions of space shots 
so that if something goes wrong, 
they don’t have to admit failure. 
The U.S. National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration said 
in a statem ent: “ We welcome 
this further exploration of space 
and wish them every success in 


m an’s effort to better under­ 
stand the universe around him .” 
But Dr. Donald Stullken, lead­ 
er of the NASA team which will 
help recover the Apollo ll asto- 
nauts, said that if the Russian 
spaceship did bring sam ples of 
the moon back to the earth, “ a 
lot of people are going to be un­ 
happy.” 
At Cape Kennedy, Fla., astro­ 
naut Frank Borman, who com­ 
manded the Apollo 8 flight and 
returned last week from a tour 
of the Soviet Union, said he be­ 
lieves Luna 15 was sent up to 
' y

get a sam ple of moon soil before 
the U.S. astronauts. 
‘‘It will be a great feat if they 
can do it,” Borman said, ‘‘but 
an unmanned machine certainly 
will not take the edge off Apollo 
ll .” 
Western space experts have 
expressed doubt that the Soviet 
space program is capable at 
this point of bringing back a 
moon sam ple. They said this 
would involve techniques which 
apparently the Soviets have not 
yet m astered, such as launching 


a spaceship from the moon s 
surface. 
Sir Bernard Lovell, director of 
Britain’s Jodrell Bank Observa­ 
tory and an expert in tracking 
space flights, discounted the lu­ 
n ar soil return theory. He said 
Russians spacecraft do not ap­ 
pear to have the carrying ca­ 
pacity to attem pt a lift-off from 
the moon. But he said the Luna 
15 flight “could be the start of a 
new series in which the Rus­ 
sians will attem pt to do auto­ 
m atically what the Americans 
expect to do with m an.”

the 
Soviet 
manned 
space 
program 
has 
lagged and the em phasis has 
been on unmanned flights. The 
Russians 
maintain 
unmanned 
efforts are equally good at pro­ 
viding scientific data and do not 
risk human life. Their showing 
in this field has been impres­ 
sive, hut unmanned flights do 
not have the sam e impact on 
the public as manned flights.

“ No problems have been en­

At just about the time Apollo 
ll lifts off for the moon, an un­ 
manned 
Russian 
spaceship 
called Luna 15 should be arriv­ 
ing there. 
Tile Soviets announced Luna 
15 “ was launched to the moon 
from the orbit of an artificial 
earth 's satellite.” True to tradi­ 
tion, the announcement made no 
mention of specific mission only 
that Luna 15 “ will conduct fur­ 
ther scientific exploration of the

There 
was 
speculation 
the 
Russians might attem pt to land 
I^ina 15 on the moon, have it 
scoop up soil sam ples and re­ 
turn them to earth. Neither the 
Soviet Union nor Hie United 
States ever has returned a vehi­ 
cle from the moon’s surface. 
f‘It will be a great feat if they 
can do it.” said Apollo 8 astro­ 
naut Frank Borman, who has 
just returned from touring the 
Soviet Union. 
“An unmanned 
machine certainly will not take 
the edge off Apollo ll.” Borman 
said he thought returning soil 
sam ples was the 
purpose 
of 
Luna 15. 
After a relaxing Sunday, the 
astronauts returned to make-be- 
lievp flight controls today for 
some 
last-minute 
practice— 
Armstrong and Aldrin in the lu­ 
nar lander and Collins in the 
comm and ship. 
If all goes on schedule, Apollo 
ll will arrive at the moon Satur­ 
day afternoon at 1:26 p m EDT. 
After circling the moon for 24 
hours, 
Armstrong and 
Aldrin 
undock the lunar lander from 
Hie mother ship and touch down 
on the moon’s surface at 4:19 
p m . 
Armstrong is to make his his­ 
toric first step on the moon at 
2:21 a rn. on Monday and Aldrin 
will follow him 20 minutes later; 
They blast off again at 1:55

FA A Approves New 
Navigational System 
WASHINGTON (AP) — A new 
inertial navigation system for 
the Boeing 747 jumbo jets has 
been approved by the Federal 
Aviation 
Administration.

system is described as being 
fantastically accurate. 
The system has been tested on 
Atlantic, 
Pacific 
and 
polar 
flights since May 3, 1968. 
At a newsconference, veteran 
Pan American World Airways 
captain Olaf Abrahamsen said 
the new system has been found 
to be five times more accurate 
than the doppler radio equip­ 
ment now in use. 
“ All you have to do is tell it 
w here you want to go and it will 
take you there,” he said. * 
The system is sim ilar to ones

Division, for Apollo space vehi­ 
cles and Polaris subm arines.

Enigmatic Russia continues to be just that. 
Kremlinologists delving into the intricacies of 
the Soviet Union’s international diplomacy can 
seldom, if ever, be certain they have analyzed 
the moves of the Community power correctly. 
They have not yet had time to comment on 
the latest pronouncement to come out of Mos­ 
cow-Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko's 
call Thursday for a new era of friendly rela­ 
tion^ with the United States and his disclosure 
that Russia is interested in a summit confer­ 
ence with President Nixon. 


BUT ONE THEORY they might be expected 
to suggest is that the Soviet Union, obviously 
deeply troubled about its relations with Red 
China and he repeated border cashes between 
troops of the two nations, is extending a few 
leaves off the olive branch to the United States. 
For the Kremlinologists long have been con­ 
vinced that what the Soviet Union wants least 
is trouble on both sides of it at once. 
There is another theorv which bears consider­ 
ation also. Reports coming out of Russia have 
indicated the Communist hawks and doves have 
been at odds over how best to handle the 
Chinese situation. 
The doves, according to the reports, have 
prevailed most of the time in the recent past 
hut it has been indicated the hawks have been 
growing stronger and. in fact, have given the 
doves a deadline for bringing the Chinese dis­ 
pute under control. If the doves fail, the rumor 
is the hawks will use military means to put 
down the Chinese and obtain Soviet objectives 
in the Far East. 
Perhaps then Foreign Minister Gromyko’s ef­ 
fort to be nice to the United States is a move 
on the part of the doves to forge a bond with 
this country which will put us on Russia’s side 
against the Chinese. 
If this could be accomplished, It would con-

Community Police Control 


With the filing of this piece I terminate my 
years as a journalist. They began 36 years ago 
when I resigned from the Roosevelt administra­ 
tion to undertake the editorship of Today, a new 
weekly magazine Tn doing so I was realizing an 
ambition I had conceived many years before 
when freshly graduated from college. 
In turning to journalism as a profession. I 
terminated not only a short career in national 
politics and in public office but substantially a 
good many years in teaching which reached a 
professorship at Columbia University. 
I have never regretted that decision in 1933. 
Tt was rewarded by giving me the happiest and 
mort satisfying period in my life. In a highly 
competitive field. Today learned from its mis­ 
takes and in 1937, became Newsweek, in which 
as contributing editor I wrote a weekly com­ 
mentary of opinion thereafter 


BY 1963 I CELEBRATED a rather unusual 
record I had never missed a weekly deadline 
except for four week* in 1957 when Sen Harry 
F, Byrd was my guest. There had been ai that 
milepost 1.560 articles under my by-Hrre 
At the e”d cf 1967 I ended my editorial oortri- 
hutions to Newsweek, continuing my newsDaDer 
column until now That syndicated series began 
in 1942 with three pieces a week which were re­ 
duced to ore a week in 1961 
Why should I not be happy as I look back at 
those years as a journalist I have been at lib­ 
erty to comment on the events of a momentous 
period and no publisher or editor had ever told 
me what to wpte, what not to write, nor criti­ 
cized my choice of opinions 
That was trup of both the magazine and the 
newspaper, fn the latter, to he sure, editors 
were free to refrain from publishing my cantri- 
butions or to discontinue the relationship with­ 
out comment. 
These brief chronicles of the times have con­ 
cerned themselves with a change in our nation­ 
al life and public policies greater than in any 
period since colonial days. And perhaps my re­ 
flections on that change deserve note in this 
final piece 
In a similar summing up. Arthur Knock, at 
the end of his memoirs, says this about what 
be calls “the great change” : 
“From these consequences I have contracted 
a visceral fear. It is that the tenure of the Unit­ 
ed States as the first flower in the world may 
be of ie of the shortest in history ” 
I cannot claim a parity with Arthur Krock 
as a writer nor in capacity for observation. 
But there are parallels. He and I were born 
in the same year in the Midwest and we spent 
our earlier years there We have witnessed the 
game nationiaJ scene, commented upon the same 
national trends and have known mort of the 
same national figures who have shaped national 
policy.

WE WERE BOTH BROUGHT up in the old- 
style Democratic party and both have noted the 
transformation of that. party by Franklin Roos­ 
evelt, around 1936, There began “the great 
change ” 
I agree with the many specifics which 
prompted Arthur Krock’s somber conclusion. 
Foremost among them are the transformation 
of a federal union into a mass democracy; a re­ 
public which has become a paternal welfare 
state which, as De Tocqueville prophesied 134 
years ago, “takes noon itself alone the power to 
secure (for its subjects: their gratifications and 
to watch over their fate.) and to lay for this 
monstrous paternalism the acceptance of a 
ruinous fiscal policy 
These I believe are hut the symptoms of a 
deeper infection A state of apathetic permis­ 
siveness inducted bv twin delusions: that great 
national might is ours in perpetuity and that 
what is called a free society is indestructible. 
Perhaps these delusions are induced by con­ 
fusing freedom with liberty Santayana has re­ 
minded us that semantically freedom us Teuton­ 
ic in origin and liberty is Latin. The “blessings 
of liberty” as written by the makers of our 
Constitution imply laws and authority which 
provides no blessings. It creates no environ­ 
ment but chaos. 
Thus we have permitted the 1941-1969 Su­ 
preme Court to distort our society into a tyran­ 
ny of majorities, even minorities. For at all 
times public opinion, through Congress and the 
states, has had constitutional power to curb the 
court. 


OUR CONCEITS above indestructible nation­ 
al power and liberty have blinded us to our re­ 
sponsibilities abroad as the world's foremost 
power. This might have been possible in a world 
of like-minded nations 
But the Communist challenge denies those as­ 
sumptions and is bent on destroying our might 
and on obliterating personal liberty everywhere. 
In Chis real world there can be no isolation and 
no fortress America 
My question is whether we can afford our de­ 
lusions. I leave the answer to those commenta­ 
tors who remain and who only yesterday wel­ 
comed “the great change ” f‘am glad to see 
now so many of Chem painfully reassess og 
their earlier assumptions.

Here in the megalopolis, the Panthers have 
beer seeking support of unions with predomi­ 
nantly black memberships. There have been 
conversations with leaders of new black saucus- 
es in the big city industrial belts There have 
been contacts with such fiery units as the De­ 
troit “Revolutionary Union Movements.” 
The Panthers obviously are eager to exhibit 
wide labor support — which would he consistent 
with Georgi Dimitrov’s teachings. 


OF COURSE, invitations have been dis­ 
patched to such streeft-action organization* as 
the Young Lords of Chicago, Chicago’s Young 
Patriots, San Francisco’s Los Siesta de la Raza, 
and the Communist W. E B. Dubois Clubs. 
That’s a front, all right. How popular, remains 
to he seen 
One thing is certain — they have nothing but 
loathing for the police. Programmatically this 
translates into tile following policy: 
Each major city must he cut into a series of 
districts. Each would have separate — and au­ 
tonomous — police departments. Each would 
have a full-time police commissioner. He would 
be selected by a “Neighborhood Police Control 
Council’’ of perhaps 15 members. 
Each council would be “elected'’ in the neigh­ 
borhood It would he empowered to “discipline” 
officers and patrolmen — and to recall the 
commissioner if he were no longer “respon­ 
sive” to the community. Even the council would 
he rigidly controlled — since it could be re­ 
called by the “community.” And all police 
would be required to live in the district which 
hires them. 


THIS DRIVE IS NO passing fancy, no esoter­ 
ic emotion or campaign. Decentralization and 
community control of education began in just 
such a fashion — and wound up kl a massive 
confrontation in New York between the 6(1.000- 
member United Federation of Teachers (AFL- 
ClOi and the local governing boards which, ac­ 
tually. were never elected under a system of 
supervised pollings Fact is, that a district of 
20.000 eligible voters was spoken for by “educa­ 
tors” “elected” by some 300 votes 
Such a confrontation seems inevitable in 
some city between those advocating decentrali­ 
zation and com mu nil v control of the police and 
the burgeoning AFL-CIO National Federation of 
Police Officers. 
Thp AFL-CIO approved the issuing of a chart­ 
er for the organization which still is supervised 
by a small committee headed by Herman Ken- 
In. presid?nt of the American Federation of Mu­ 
sicians. There are scores of police locals in oth­ 
er national unions w'hose leaders might have 
scoffed at the Panthers drive two or three 
years ago. But they scoff no more — not since 
they saw their colleague besieged here by the 
experimental community-control g o v e r n i n g 
boards of education. 
There are hound to be those who will clamor 
for similar pilot comrnurrty-comrol police com­ 
missions. 
There are always those who find popular 
fronts fascinating. That s what the Black Panth­ 
ers count on They know. They're read Dimi­ 
trov True, his circa is the '30s But lots of folks 
just haven’t changed. 


DAVID LAWRENCE 
Do-Nothing 
Charges 


WASHINGTON — A lot of criticism has beer 
littered by Democrats in Congress that the 
country Is witnessing a “do-nothing” adminis­ 
tration. President Nixon and his cabinet have 
been charged with failing to furnish Congress 
with important legislative proposals that could 
have been acted on in the last six months. 
But a counter comment Is made by the Re­ 
publicans — namely, that the country is wit­ 
nessing a “do-nothing” Congress. This, of 
course, is a generalization, as there are many 
committees in both the Senate and House of 
Representatives which have been working as­ 
siduously on certain problems. 
Yet if is true that hardly any major legisla­ 
tion has been enacted. If the subject is exam­ 
ined more closely, it will be found, however, 
that constructive activity has also been going 
on during the last six months in the executive 
branch of the government. 


FOR WHEN AN ADMINISTR ATION changes, 
the incoming president and his cabinet must, 
familiarize themselves with each problem and 
get a picture from the inside before they can 
concentrate on how to make improvements in 
established practices. 
The executive branch of the government un­ 
der President Nixon is in fact a “work-hard” 
administration. It is reluctant to act impulsive­ 
ly or come to conclusions without a thorough 
analysis of the merits of the pro-and-con of con­ 
troversial subjects. This takes time. 
Congress itself has an obligation to enact 
laws dealing with vital problems and there is 
nothing in tile Constitution which says that ei­ 
ther the House or the Senate or both must wait 
for recommendations from a president before 
starting to legislate. 
It is significant, therefore, that neither the 
House nor the Senate has initiated and passed 
Important legislation in recent months. 
Not long ago, a group of 23 Republicans from 
the House of Representatives went around tile 
country to find out firsthand something about 
the campus riots. They brought hack a lot of in­ 
teresting information which was presented in a 
report to the President. 
While each house has committees which spe­ 
cialize in particular subjects, now many mem­ 
bers of either house can find the time to read 
thoroughly all the printed reports. 
This is due not to a lack of interest on the 
part of congressmen but to a preoccupation 
with problems from their home states or dis­ 
tricts or with a specialized subject or two dealt 
with bv the committees on which they serve. 
If each house could send around the country 
a group of 20 members and if each group could 
spend a few weeks studying a particular topic, 
the information gathered would be invaluable to 
Confess. Members who go back to their own 
districts or states too often find themselves im­ 
portuned for jobs or favors. 
Special groups really could learn what the 
American people are thinking about — their re­ 
actions to the crime wave their feelings about 
busing children from one school district to an­ 
other and their views on ways and means of 
getting better quality education for people of all 
races. 
Government is a far more difficult operation 
than it has ever been at any time heretofore h 
American history. 
For the growth of population to more than 
200-million has created problems States and ci­ 
ties as well aa the federal government have 
never had to (teal with one of the biggest cha* 
lenges today — how to redistribute the popula­ 
tion. 


VIRTUALLY 70 PER CENT of all the peo 
pie are concentrated in urban areas occupying 
less than 3 per cent of the land in the United 
States. More factories could he built in country 
districts and other devices could help to redis­ 
tribute population 
With all these problems facing the country, 
members of Congress who are crying out that 
the administration of President Nixon is “doing 
nothing” are not being realistic. 
The truth is Congress itself could he of great­ 
er help if it really got in direct touch with the 
thinking of the American people as a whole and 
then constructively legislated

To Get Off The Moon 
Single Engine Holds Key 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Sitting in their landing craft 
on the lunar surface, two Apollo 
ll astronauts will stake their 
lives on a single engine that 
must work perfectly at least six 
minutes to rocket them safely 
away from the moon. 
And because of the way the 
landing craft is built, it will be 
impossible to test-fire the motor 
before that critical moment. 
Called an ascent engine, the 
motor is located at the base of 
the lunar module (LM) landing 
craft’s cabin ssection, where as­ 
tronauts Neil A. Armstrong and 
Edwin E. Aldrin Jr. will be 
quartered. 
Until the time of blastoff from 
the moon’s surface, the engine 
is blocked by the LM’s bottom 
section, containing a braking 
rocket and landing legs. 
The landing section, called the 
descent stage, is to remain on 
the moon, serving as a launch 
pad. 
“ This engine has to work to 
get the crew back into a safe or­ 
bit where they can rendezvous’’ 
with astronaut Michael Collins 
ir 
Apollo ll command ship,

I engine is to be fired at 1:55 p.m. 
EDT July 21 for 7 minutes, 18 
seconds. Sixty-nine seconds be- 


j fore Armstrong and Aldrin blast 
’ off, Collins will have sped di­ 
rectly overhead in the command 
ship. 
lf all goes well, the ascent en- 
jgine will propel the two moon 
! explorers into an initial egg- 
!shaped orbit ranging from ll to 
152 miles above the moon. For 
the first 14 seconds, the LM will 
climb straight up. It then is to 
tip over to an angle of 52 de­ 
grees and rocket into orbit at a 
speed of about one mile per sec­ 
ond. 
| Small thruster rockets could 
propel the LM into orbit if the 
main ascent engine fails after 
six minutes—“ but we must burn 
at least six minutes,” said a 
space agency official. 
Collins will be in a circular 
path 69 miles above the lunar 
surface. He will be prepared to 
lower his altitude to rescue his 
crewmates if LM 
engines fail 
and Armstrong and Aldrin are 
left in a low orbit. 


But if the ascent engine shuts 
off before six minutes, the two 
LM 
pilots 
would 
not 
have 
enough speed to achieve orbit 
and would instead be on a bal­ 
listic path that would send them 
crashing back onto the moon be­ 
fore Collins could save them. 
The total sequence from lunar 
liftoff to rendezvous between the 
LM and command ship is ex­ 
pected to take 3Mi hours. After 
using the ascent engine to fly 
into the ll by 52 mile orbit, 
smaller 
maneuvering 
rockets 
will be fired periodically to car­ 
ry Armstrong and Aldrin up to 
the command ship's 69-mile- 
high altitude.

Ships Crash, 
48 Are Saved 


NEW YORK (AP) - The oil 
tanker Tullahoma sliced the 
bow off an excursion fishing 
boat which sank four miles off 
the New Jersey coast Sunday, 
tossing 48 persons into the At­ 
lantic Ocean. 
The Coast Guard pulled 47 
survivors aboard rescue vessels 
and searched the area for the 
rest of the day, but failed to find 
John Haas, about 55, of Brook­ 
lyn. 
The Coast Guard said the 
search would not resume. 
Friends of Haas told the 
Coast Guard they threw Haas a 
life jacket as the 85-foot con­ 
verted PT boat Amberjack III 
sank, but did not see if he got it 
on. Haas could not swim, a 
Coast Guard spokesman said. 
The 585-foot tanker, owned by 
Charles Kurz & Co., Inc., of Del­ 
aware resumed a journey to 
New Orleans later in the day 
amid complaints by survivors of 
the fishing boat that the tanker 
crew did not render aid. 
Capt. William M. Benkert, 
head of the Coast Guard’s Ma­ 
rine Inspection Office, said the 
captain of the Tullahoma told 
his investigator the Tullahoma 
screw halted the vessel, lowered 
lifeboats, turned on searchlights 
and radioed the Coast Guard.

(AP) — Hundreds of Israeli 
troops moved into the biblical 
town af Nablus today and car­ 
ried out the biggest systematic 
search for Arab saboteurs the 
occupied town has known. 
The Israelis clamped a curfew 
on the Casbah and a refugee 
camp, then rounded up about 
5,000 Arab men for checking. 
The checkup followed a rash 
of grenade bombings and firing 
by Arab saboteurs rn the Nablus 
area, famed for its resistance to 
occupiers 
since 
Napoleonic 
times. 
Soldiers 
with 
submachine 
guns at ready moved into the 
narrow alleys of the Casbah, di­ 
recting Arabs to a checkpoint 
where hundreds squatted on the 
ground under guard.

Special Care 
( -ailed For In 
Lacquer Use 


By ANDY LANG 
AP Newsfeatures 
The speed with which lacquer 
dries is both an asset and a 
handicap to the amateur wood 
finisher. 
Because It dries so quickly, 
it does not pick up as much 
dust as other finishing mater­ 
ials and permits the application 
of several coats within a single 
day. 
But this fast - drying prop­ 
erty requires a special type of 
application to obtain the fine, 
smooth, hard surface so char­ 
acteristic of lacquer. 
While professional wood fin­ 
ishers 
usually 
apply 
lacquer 
with special spraying e q u i p - 
ment, 
good results 
c a n be 
achieved with a brush, especial­ 
ly if the novice acquires t h e 
knack of application by prac­ 
ticing first on scrap wood. 
The twin secrets of applying 
lacquer are: work fast and do 
not go over the sam e spot a 
second time. 
But even before those steps 
are taken, it is im portant that 
the lacquer be thinned sufficient­ 
ly. Using the 
lacquer 
as 
it 
comes from the container is a 
sure way to botch up the job. 
For a starter, the beginner 
should use a 50-50 m ixture of 
lacquer 
and 
lacquer thinner, 
preferably made by the sam e 
m anufacturer. L a t e r , as he 
learns how to handle this fin­ 
ishing m aterial, he can vary 
the m ixture to suit his own pref­ 
erence. 
The lacquer should be applied 
in 
broad, 
sweeping 
strokes. 
Move quickly to an adjacent 
area, overlapping the previous 
strokes very slightly. 
Do not return to a section of 
the surface which you feel did 
not come out properly, since the 
! new application will soften the 
previous one. Instead, rely on 
! the next coat to correct the con­ 
dition. 
If the first coat has been thin­ 
ned sufficiently, it will be hard 
enough after an hour to sand 
lightly, wipe off the grit and 
apply the second coat. 
Three or four coats are rec­ 
ommended. Use a 
very fine 
grade of waterproof sandpaper 
and very light pressure. 
The gloss of lacquer is pre­ 
ferred bv most persons and is, 
in fact, one of the reasons this 
particular finishing m aterial is 
selected. 
But those who desire to cut 
the gloss can do so bv waiting 
at least a day after application 
of the final coat and then rub­ 
bing the finish with powdered 
pumice and oil or water. If de- 
| sired, there is still another step 
that can be taken: this one to 
produce a satiny finish. 
It is a rubdown with powdered 
rottenstone and again either oil 
or water. Some dealers carry 
a special rubbing oil designed 
to produce this kind of finish 
without the use of either pum­ 
ice or rottenstone. 
Lacquer is a volatile product. 
It should be used only where 
there is plenty of ventilation 
and never in an area where 
there is an open flame, such 
as a pilot light.

Army National Guard, 
some- 
tones criticized for spotty lead­ 
ership, is settling up machinery 
to weed wit weak senior offi­ 
cers. 
Starting next year, it 
was 
learned, 
three-man 
selection 
hoards will meet in every state 
to review annually the records 
of officers with 20 years or more 
of service. 
Tile boards, to include regular 
Army as well as Guard officers, 
will decide who stays and whq 
should be dropped. 
National Guard bureau offi­ 
cials said this m eans about 4,000 
to 5,000 lieutenant colonials and 
co’onels will be scrutinized each 
year. Veteran w arrant officers 
also will be subject to annual re­ 
view. 
But guard generals are ex­ 
empt from what is called “se­ 
lective retention.” 
Officials said officers below 
the rank of lieutenant colonel al­ 
ready are subject to periodic 
consideration concerning possi­ 
ble promotion, but until now 
have not had to undergo this 
sort of review. 
Creation of the board is the 
latest achoo taken in recent 
years to strengthen the Army 
Guard officer corps. 
Guard leadership came under 
heavy fire two years ago as a 
result of the perform ance of 
some Guard units during civil 
disturbances in Detroit and else­ 
where.

A N SW ER: Digging in the ruins of ancient Ninevah, 
excavators found remains of a huge library of clay tablets, 
covered with cuneiform writing. Later, libraries of books 
written on papyrus paper were common in Greece and 
Rome. But these were not public libraries in the sense we 
mean in America, where everyone is invited. If you were a 
slave in Ninevah, you wouldn’t have any chance of 
enjoying the library. A fter Rome fell, books were 
treasured in Christian monasteries, with a tremendous 
upsurge of learning after the Renaissance. G reat libraries 
were established in Europe. In Am erica, Benjamin 
Franklin took a great step ahead by establishing the first 
lending library. All these, however, were still not true 
public libraries — that is, libraries free to everyone and 
supported by tax money contributed by the community. 
The honor of starting the first true public library of this 
kind belongs to Peterborough, N .H ., where such a library 
was set up in 1833. This fine, dem ocratic idea spread very 
rapidly and now there are thousands of such public 
libraries in operation.
